CHURCHES HELP TODAY

New York, October 20.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Germany, Saturday, suf- 
fered little less than a disaster in the 
air, when four and probably five Zep- 
pellin airships, believed to be returning 
from a raid on England, were brought 
down in French territory by airplane 
and anti-aircraft gunfire. 

The story of Germany's reverse in the 
air began with the account of a raid on 
England last night, in which the bombs 
the Zeppelins dropped kiled 27 persons 
and injured 53 others. Reports from 
began to be received, however, of Z@- 
pelins being brought down in France. 
These were at first supposed to belong 
to an independent raiding fleet. Dis-

Ridder Wanted $20,000. 

Mr. Ridder came to him about the 
time the European war began, Paven- 
stedt said, and declared he was in 
serious financial trouble. He asked 
a loan of $20,000. Without Mr. Rid- 
der’s knowledge Pavenstedt went to 
Dernburg and told him the situation. 
He said he told Dernburg the Ridders 
“have always followed a very good 
course for the German interests here.”’ 

“Then I asked him if he would put 
up the money,’ Pavenstedt testified. 
Dernburg replied, he said, that be- 
cause he wanted him (Pavenstedt) in- 
terested, he would give $15,000 if Pav- 
enstedt would give $5,000. 

“I talked to my partners about it 
and the firm of Amsinck & Co. first 
advanced the $5,000 with the $15,000 of 
Dernburg’s, but I afterward person- 
ally took the money from my account 
because the partners objected to iny 
having it on the books, because it did 
not belong, they said, to the business,” 
continued Pavenstedt’s testimony.

RUSS FLEET 1S PUT

British patrol craft which arrived 
shortly afterward to rescue some thir- 
ty Norwegians and others, regarding 
whom the details are not yet known.

SHARP ORDER 1S SENT 
TO ALL GUARD OFFICERS 


They Are Forbidden to Give 
Troop News to State 
Authorities. 


Washington, October 20.—A sharp 
order has gone out to all national) 
guard officers, forbidding them to com- 
municate to state authorities, formally 
or informally, any information as to 
the movements of thelr own or other 
units of the federal armies. Two recent 
instances where messages of this char- 
acter have come from Europe, reveal- 
ing facts which the government wished 
to be withheld from publication, 
prompted the action of the war depart- 
ment. 

The following order, made public to- 
day, has been sent to commanders of 
all national guard divisions by Adju- 
tant General McCain: 

“Communicate orders te each organi- 
zation commander in your divisions 
that during the time they are in the 
federal service they are prohibited 


\from making any report, formal or in- 


formal, to the governor or other au- 
thorities, civil or military, of their re- 
spective states relating to any move- 
ment of their organizations, or of any 
other federal troops or personnel,” 
The order does not forbid national 
guard officers from advising their 
families of arrival at any point. 


The cases which prompted the order 
cannot be specifically described under 
the voluntary censorship rules. High 


‘officers of national gard units, tn each 


case, sent the offending messages. It 
is not known whether any action 
against them i!s contemplated by the 
military authorities.

Camp Warden gies Fort Ogle-

(deluge of newly-comissioned officers 
for the national army of the United 
States, The candidates at this camp 
jare eagerly, if somewhat nervously, 
‘awaiting the decision of those who sit 
lin the high places, as to who will con- 
stitute the personnel of the commis- 
sioned men Kere. None of the candi- 
dates, it can be stated with absolute 
truth, can be said to be assured of 
commissions. They are hopeful—like 
participants In a huge lottery—await- 
ing the drawing. 

For the eighth week of the training 
period a renewal of trench warfare pro- 
vided a menu of more than passing in- 
terest to the candidates. However, the 
weather proved unusualy fine. The 
days were fairly warm and the nights 
only moderately cold. There was no 
Sreat degree of discomfort caused by 
the ,incursion in the trenches. In fact, 
it proved a welcomed diversion from 
the open-field wafare of the weeks 
previous.

Definite action as to the paving of 
Peachtree road from the city Hmits to 
the county line has been deferred again, 
and the latest development is that the 
federal government will be asked to 
aid on the construction of the road. } 

It was believed that the county com-. 
mittee on public works would take 
final action at its meeting held Satur- | 
day, and a number of property owners | 
of the Peachtree road vicinity attend- 
ed the session, to be heard in behalf 
of the proposed concrete road. 

However, the committee took no ac- 
tion as to the kind of pavement which 
would be used, and announced that ne- 
gotiations with the government would 
be instituted, seeking the same sort of 
assistance which has been given by 
the government to DeKalb county in 
paving its part of the road. 

The matter will first be taken up 
with Congressman William Schley 
Howard at the earliest opportunity, and 
will be followed through the proper 
channels and every effort exerted to 
obtain federal assistance. It has been 
pointed out that the existence of the 
cantonment will mean constant use of 
the road for heavy traffic and that the 
government would probably be willing 
to assist in laying a suitable paving. 

The proposed paving of Peachtree. 
road has been before the county com- 
missioners for many months, and the 
job has been deferred from time to 
time owing to shortage of labor, lack 
of transportation facilities and inabil- 
ity to obtain material necessary for the 
work, 

It was at first decided by the com- 
missioners that asphaltic-concrete 
would be used for resurfacing the road. 
But later after property owners had 
filed a petition with the board asking 
that a modern concrete paving job be 
done, the question was reopened, and 
is still in abeyance, 

It has been pointed out that although 
concrete is the most costly paving ma- 
terial, it has proven more satisfactory 
in the long run than any other, and it {is 
thought that no other material will be 
suited to the enormous and heavy traf- 
fic which will go over Peachtree road.

More Privates Promoted. 


Four to five thousand soldiers from 
the east daily will be the receiving 
schedule from now on until Camp Gor- 
don is full to capacity. —— 

The big army transfer brought the 
first troops from Camp Lee, at Peters- 
burg, Va., to the camp Saturday, ap- 
proximately 1,200 selectmne from the 
state of Pennsylvania, who have been 
stationed there, arriving during the 
day. 

In addition 


1,000 men from Camp 
at Annapolis Junction, Md., 
came in Saturday night. These men 
were also from Maryland and Penn- 
Sylvania. The usual system of ship- 
ping the troops fh thousand to 
twelve hundred lots’ loaded on two 
special troop trains was carried out 
Saturday. 

The trains bearing the men from 
Camp Lee arrived before noon and the 
trains from the Maryland camp arrived 
during the night. The twelve hundred 
men from, Camp Lee were practically 
all from Pittsburg and the coal mining 
district around the city. A large ma- 


jority of the men were coal miners 
and fully 50 per cent of them were for- 
elgners who are unable to speak Eng- 
lish.

Non-Nitrogenous Parts of 
Feeds. 


Crude Fiber. 


Crude fiber includes the cellulose, 
lignin and other bodies which make up 
the framework of vegetable substances. 
When we think of fiber in plants, we 
think of certain plants that are culti- 
vated for fiber, such as cotton, hemp or 
flax; from this we get the idea that 
fiber in plants is stringy, and in this 
we are partly right, as in many plants 
we find much stringy material like the 
outside portion of the cornstalk or even 
as the pith. Cellulose makes up a good 
part of the fiber, but in treelike and 
woody plants we find considerable 
lignin. In concentrated feeds the 
amount of crude fiber is comparatively 
little, but in coarse fodders as much as 
50 to 60 per cent may be made up of 
fibrous material; probably the stage at 
which forage plants are cut will in part 
determine the amount of fiber which 
they contain. What we need to re- 
member ig that the crude fiber includes 
those materials which make up the 
framework of the plants, that the 
greater the amount of fiber the less 
the proportion of other and more val- 
uable ingredients and the less valuable 
the feed, though digestibility of the 
fuber as we shall see later enters 
somewhat into this part of the ques- 
tion. 

Fat; Ether Extract. 


We find a part of the feed mentioned 
in some analyses as fat or crude fat, 
and in others as ether extract. Ether 
being used to dissolve fat, and some 
other substances that are soluble in 
ether necessarily coming along with 
the fat, it seems as if it would be right 
to speak of the material thus obtained 
as ether extract. This includes fats 
and oils, waxes, resins, vegetable col- 
oring matters and some other bodies. 
The value of ether extract depends on 
its source; from milk or cereals, it is 
nearly all fat, but in vegetables, less 
than one-half may be fat. The amount 
of fat in feeds varies greatly; in hay 
it is as low as 1 per cent, in flaxseed 
as high as 35 per cent, and it is also 
very. high in cotton seed and cotton 
geed meal, soyabeans and soyabean 
meal, peanuts and peanut See 

The value of fat in the feed 15 in.- 
measurable. Feed being just another 
name for fuel, it being burned up with- 
in the bodies of animals as fuel is 
hurned in a grate, that part of the feed 
that furnishes the most heat is of the 
highest value, and it is known that 
fat furnishes more heat than the other 
substances and more especially than 
does starch. In burning, the fat is 
broken up into carbon dioxide and wa- 
ter; one pound of fat yields 2.8 pounds 
of carbon and 1.1 pounds of water, 
while one pound of starch yields 1.6 
pounds carbon dioxide and .56 pounds 
of water: in other words, fat produces 
approximately 2.26 times more heat 
than starch. Recent discoveries go to 
show that fats from certain substances 
are more valuable than equal amounts 
from other substances and that the fat 
of milk and butter in a ration of human 
food cannot be replaced by an equal 
amount of fat from vegetable sources: 
when we learn more about the feeding 
of animals we will probably find that 
fats from certain sources are as nec- 
essary for them as in the case of human 
nutrition. 

Nitrogen-Free-Extract. 

In the analysis of feeding stuffs, the 
chemist determines the percentages of 
water, ash, nitrogen, crude fiber and 
other extract and deducting the sum of 
these from 100 calls the remainder “ni- 
trogen-free-extract.” This, as the 
name implies, contains no nitrogen and 
includes different chemical combina- 
tions and different proportions of sub- 
stances. While including starch, sugar 
and other substances, in some plants, 
it is largely sugar, in others mostly 
starch, and others especially animal 
foods have mostly pentoses. Corn con- 
tains a large amount of starch as does 
also potatoes, cassava and other plants; 
in beets, carrots, sweet sorghums, we 
find much of the nitrogen-free-extract 
existing as sugar. Besides the sub- 
stances named there are in this group 
others that are found in smaller 
amount, such as gums and pectins, ex- 
amples of which are the mucilaginous 
matter of flax-seed and the jellylike 
material we find in fruits. 

The nitrogen-free-extract in most 
vegetable materials exceeds the amount 


than either protein, fiber, ether extfact 
or ash, though in some materials it is 
exceeded by the amount of water. It 
is found in less amount in things of 
an animal origin, such as milk, meat 
and eggs. Formerly, and to some ex- 
tent yet, the term carbo-hydrates has 
been used, but wrongly, to designate 
the remaining materials which we term 
nitrogen-free-extract; the term of car- 
bo-hydrates, however, includes with the 
starches, sugars and other things men- 
tioned as coming under the head of 
nitrogen-free-extract, the materials we 
have classed as crude fiber. 

As in the case of the ether extract, 
the materials making up the nitrogen- 
free-extract in feedgy are burned up in 
the body processes and changed to. car- 
bon dioxide and water, though, as we 
shall learn, this is the final disposi-< 
tion and in the meantime, they may be 
Stored in the body in the form of fats 
or other substances. 


Early Varieties of Velvet Beans. 


Among our varieties of velvet beans, 
twenty-seven in number, we have some 
that are remarkably earlier than oth- 
ers. These are maturing ‘rapidly and 
are’ shedding their leaves as they ma- 
ture. Upon October 8 these varieties 
had shed their leaves and matured 
their pods in the following percent- 
ages: Wakulla, leaves shed 98 per 
}cent, pods matured 98 per cent; Osce- 
Ola, leaves shed 98 per cent, pods 83 
per cent; No. 01815W, leaves 98 per 
cent, pods 90 per cent; Yokohama, 
leaves 80 per cent, pods 40 per cent; 
Putney, leaves 90 per cent;, pods 30 per 
cent; No. 01786W, leaves 40 per cent and 
pods 20 per cent. 

The bean which we have growing 
under the name of Early Speckled or 
Ninety-day Lean, seems to be some- 
what later than these, as it is retaining 
all of its leaves and only 2 per cent 
of its pods are matured. The pods are 
now maturing rapidly, and if they dry 
more quickly than do those of the oth- 
er varieties, they may yet mature in 
time to be classed with these others. 
It is possible, however, that we may 
have the Alabama or Medium Early 
variety in plaee of the true Georgia 
or Early Speckled; the former, though 
maturing fairly early, generally re- 
tains its leaves, as it matures early in 
the fall irrespective of the moisture 
conditions, which, when good, tend to 
prolong life and growth until later in 
the fall. Another variety for Which 
earliness is claimed is the Early White 
Stingless, formerly called the Barly 
Lyon, whieh variety it closely resem- 
bles in color of blooms, pods and seeds. 
Farther south in the state this bean 
has fully matured its elusters, but it 
seems to be lagging with us. 

The Wakulla variety has a vine 
large, but not excessively light-col- 
ored blooms appearing in late July, and 
light pods, not always filled out, as 
they should be, with beans. The Os- 
ceola has purplespblooms and dark fuz- 
zy pods, the growth of the vine is me- 
dium, the blooms appear in 100 days 
from planting, or under good condi- 
tions in less time. Though the pods 
are fuzzy, the stinging hairs seem to 
be wanting, and this variety is liked 
by many, more than the Early Speckled 
on account of its freedom from sting. 
The Hybrid No. 01815 very closely re- 
sembles in all points the Wakulla; the 
same description applies very well to 
both as far.as the plants are concern- 
ed, but the seeds of the No. 91815 are 
speckled brown on greenish-yellow 
background. The Yokohama variety is 
noted for. the shedding of its leaves 
under all conditions in the early fall, 
the drying of its pods, and then the 
shattering of the seed if the pods are 
harvested soon after they are dry, and 
especially if the weather continue dry 
for some time. The Yokohama has 
purple blooms but Ught pods and 
slightly flattened grayish seeds. It is 
generally recommended as the best va- 
riety to grow in higher latitudes and 
altitudes. The growth of vine is small, 
but the plant is very prolifie of seed, 
considering the growth that the plant 
makes. 

The Putney bean has purple blooms 
and light pods, which turn dark as the 
pods mature. This bean is free from 
any stinging hairs and is a good ya- 
riety to grow. We obtained this ya- 
riety from Putney, Ga., and not know- 
ing any other name for it have called 
it the Putney. The beans are flat and 
mottled brown in color resembling the 
Osceola. Our number 01786 is the

Our soldiers and sailors must depend 
on the women at home to do this labor 
of love. They go forth bravely in the 


teeth of German fire, and it is the 
strongest backing they have that the 
women at home are trying to love them 
into safety as well as victory. 

In the face of such faith, can any 
woman fail to do her part? And how 
easy it is in comparison with theirs.

A Work for Women. 

“Why does the United States govern- 
ment turn over to women and amateurs 
one of the most important phases of the 
work of making war—that is, the prep- 
aration of surgical dressings and hos- 
pital garments and supplies? Why is 
this work not done in factories by paid 
workers?" 

The question is a frequent one, and 
the answer is many sided, with the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining labor as the most 
popular explanation given. 

But it is probably best answered by 
the theory of the “personal touch.” 

Bishop Lawrence, of Massachusetts, 
says that there is “a spirit which must 
go from the lives and hearts of all the 
people into camp and ship, trench and 
hospital, until it reaches and is felt by 
every soldier and sailor through the 
personal touch of those who have 
caught this spirit.” 

And apparently it must have been a 
foresight which could anticipate this 
spirit that placed in the hands of wom- 
en of America the staunching of the 
wounds of her soldiers and sailors in 
the prosecution of the war. 

It is an office that eminently suits 
the mercifil nature of woman, as well 
as her capacity to handle work which 
requires délicacy of touch,and accuracy 
of detail, and it gives the woman at 
home the opportunity to hold up the 
hands of that other woman minister of 
mercy, the Red Cross nurse, who actu- 
ally binds up the wounds. 

It helps the woman who has sons or 
brothers or a husband at the front to

vert old newspapers and candle ends 
into trench candles or ration heaters, 
oor they are making them by the mil- 
on. 

“Trench candles are easily made. 
Cut eight strips of newspaper, the 
length of the paper and two and one- 
half inches wide (width of newspaper 
column). Roll two strips together very 
tightly, and when you have rolled them 
nearly to the end, insert the end of a 
third strip, rolling it in with the other 
two. Continue this method until you 
have used all the strips.” Tie a string 
po ay around the roll; 
paraffine candle ends in a kettle 
cover the rolls, and boil them for four 
minutes; then take out and cool, when 
they are ready to be packed into pa- 
per bags and sent to the front. 

“The candles burn without smoke. 


One will furnish light for twenty min- | 


utes or half an hour, and three will boil 
a pint of soup in about ten minutes.

She then went to Europe and there, 
in addition to further developing her 
voice and musical knowledge, showed 
a rare talent for acquiring. foreign 
languages, several of which she speaks 
and sings like a native. Ultimately, at 
the age of just 19, she made her debut 
at the Royal opera in Berlin. She was 
at ence put on a three years’ contract 
and soon became an acknowledged fa- 
vorite. She further earned the distinc- 
tion of being the youngest singer ever 
entrusted with the role of Marguerite 
in Faust and being the only artist who 
ever succeeded in singing at the Berlin 
Opera Italian operas in the Italian lan- 
guage.

NO EV ADING THE BURDEN. 


It has been said that there are not a few 
men in American business life who are 
abundantly able to subscribe freely to the 
Liberty Loan, but who defer doing so under 
the assurance that the full amount of the 
loan will be subscribed without their help, 
thus leaving their capital free for more 
lucrative investment.

California recently appropriated $3,000,- ° 


000: for good roads in addition to something 
like $50,000,000 which has been spent or 
made availabie for use in highway construc- 
tion since that state entered upon its im- 
proved highway program only a few years 
ago. , 

It has been only a few years since a sug- 
gestion that any considerable appropriation 
for highway construction in California met 
with instantaneous and bitter opposition, 
both in the legislature and among the tax- 
payers. And until that attitude was changed 
the state’s development was slow. 

But gradually the importance and the 
blessing of good roads sank in upon the 
minds of Californians; then good roads eén- 
thusiasm gripped them, and sent lethargy 
scurrying to the tall woods. 

The result is that no other state has ex- 
perienced such remarkably rapid develop- 
ment as has California since its people be- 
zan to take an interest in highway construc- 
tion, to loosen up on their pursestrings for 
that purpose, And few, if any, states have 
spent more money on highway improve- 
ment in the same period of time.

 pians never flinch when asked to vote a bond

- The policy of California in this respect 

has brought that state to the very forefront 


A ‘all the states in point of highway develop. 


ment. It has a paved trunk thoroughfare 
cutting it:through the middle from the Ore- 
gon boundary line on the north—continuing 
on to Canada, through Oregon and Washing- 
ton—clear through to the Mexican boundary 
on the south, with a series of laterals run- 
ning here and there in a veritable network. 
And still they are building more and more 
hard-surface highways every year! 

They know now what good roads mean 
to a community and to a commonwealth. 


They know by experience that nothing else 


go unifies a people, or so tends to elevate 


the plane of a community’s citizenship. 


The effect of a good highway system 
upon citizenship was forcibly presented by 
William F. McCombs, a prominent New York 
lawyer, and chairman of the national demo 
cratic committee in 1912, who, in an ad- 
dress before the Good Roads conference of 
the Southern Commercial congress on Oc- 
tober 16, said: 

Out of common opinion grows g0Vv- 
ernment, and if I have not the common 
opinion about things, it is impagsible 
for me properly to adjust myself to gov- 
ernment. If all traces of local or sec- 
tional prejudice are to be destroyed in 
me, I must know what the people in the 
next county, the next state, the next part 
of the country and the next nation are 
thinking about. I must be shown that 
most of them are trying to be as honest 
as I am and that they are as interested, 
in every case, in finding the facts as L 
We cannot sit alone in the world. We 
must move about, and it is the duty of 
government itself to provide us with 
the facilities, because it involves the 
very fundamentals of the advance in 
good citizenship. 

The public road, with its free passage, 
opens the readiest channel] for this very 
thing. I know I do not overetate when 
I say that bad roads have been responsi- 
ble for more illiteracy in this country 
than any other single element, and now- 
adays illiteracy should«be accounted a 
crime. The government that permits its 
continued existence is not worthy of the 
name. 

Georgia iiself has made remarkable prog- 
ress in highway improvement during the 
last few years, as it has along various other 
lines of development activity. But it must 
not rest where it is; in fact, it has hardly 
begun. 

it must go onward and onward, and con- 
tinue to build—to perfect present highways 
and construct new ones—until its people are 
finally brought into closest possible touch 
with one another, and its various communi- 
ties are given an opportunity for their broad- 
est development, to which good roads con- 


tribute so much. 
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MAKING MEN OF OUR BOYS. 


One of the most startling disclosures 
brought about through America’s war prepa- 
rations has been that of the proportionate 
physical inferiority in the rank and file of 
the young men examined for military 
service. 

The number of young fellows who have 
been found unfit to withstand the rigors of 
military life is astounding. And it should 
open the public’s eyes; because it is safe to 
say not one citizen in a thousand ever 
dreamed that such a high percentage of our 
young men would fall short of the compara- 
tively simple physical requirements of the 


| army and navy. 


Dr. William Brady, in one of his “Health 
Talks” appearing in The Constitution, at- 
tributes the physical imperfection of Amer- 
ica’s manhood to a defect in our educational 
system—to the “lackadaisical, careful-don’t 
muss-your-hair style of ‘physical culture’ 
perpetuated in many of our public schools,” 
and he declares that the “la-de-da calisthenic 
movements for red-blooded boys and girls is 
of the sort of nonsense that prepares them 


to stand on the bank and scream when a/| 


companion is drowning.” 

“The proportion of young men found 
physically deficient to serve in the army,” 
he says— 

“is a reproach to the methods of educa- 

tion which have turned out these defect- 

ive products. A man’s posture, his 
knowledge of personal hygiene, his 
physical development and his self-respect 
are more orless intimately inter-related.” 

But it would be fairer, perhaps, not to 
confine the reproach to our schools, but to 
include the American home; because right 
there is where much of it belongs. 

There is too much coddling of American 
youth by fond mothers and doting daddies. 
There are too many fathers who, having 
roughed it in their own earlier years—and 
acquired thereby vigorous, healthy physiques 
-—feel disinclined to permit their boys to 
exert themselves physically. Therefore, 
their boys are encouraged to “take it easy,” 
so far as physical exertion goes, because 
they “don’t have to work” as their fathers 
had to do in order to live. 

The natural result is too many pampered, 
milk-fed saplings; instead of brawny, tough- 
muscled, straight-backed young huskies with 
big chests and stout hearts. 

It seems that it has taken the war to 
bring this truth home to us—and, in that 
respect, it is a mighty good thing that the 
lesson was not longer deferred. 

Speaking plainly, our entrance into the 
war, with our altogether commendable se- 
lective service law, has shown with astound- 
ing suddenness that our young men are not 
up to the standard of physical strength. 

And it has awakened the public to a full 
realization that something has got to be 
done to check our physical decadence forth- 
with—to start us on the upward grade. It 
has shown us that there is something rad- 
ically wrong with the American manner of 
living, taking the nation as a whole; that, 
whereas, fifty years ago, the average young 
American of military service age was a 
strapping, upstanding fellow, hard as a 
horseshoe because circumstances compelled 
him to hustle for a living and lead the sim- 
ple, rugged, outdoor life, his son is too often 


@ flabby, short-winded weakling, because of | 


too much honey and cake, too much steam 
heat, too much and too easy “rapid transit” 
and not enough beans and “sow-belly,” 
rough weather and sunshine, too little buck- 
saw and leg-work! 

We need to awaken to the fact that it is 
not alone the poor man who'needs to work 


with his hands and exercise his body; and if |

then it will, to that extent, at least, have 


. been a good thing and performed a valuable 


service to the race. “ 
There is much merit—purely from the 


standpoint of physical development of the 


people, without reference to national military 
preparedness—in the arguments of the com- 
pulsory military service advocates. As @ 
matter of fact, unless the American people 


voluntarily take more physical exercise and 


voluntarily indulge more generally in man- 
ual labor, the time is coming when the state 
must take a hand and make them do these 


things under compulsion. 


And the place to begin is in the home; 
then carry it through the schools and the 


adolescent period of the child’s development, 


and on through college. And by that time 
the twig having been permanently bent, the 
mature “tree” will continue naturally in that 
course. 

Let the physical culture be military or 
what-not—we have got to have more of it or 
degenerate. 

And public sentiment is becoming so 
aroused that the day is not far distant when 
the American people have got to adopt a 
system of physical training along military 
lines, and with military discipline and pre- 
cision, though not necessary with military 
service in view; so that whenever the time 
comes, if it should ever come again, when 
the marshaling of our man-power shall again 
be necessary, our young manhood will have 
been built up, and be ready and fit! 


MISGUIDED LEADERSHIP. 


It is a good thing for the country just 
at this time that its women, like its men, 
differ in their viewpoints. 

For instance, Mrs. Henry O. Havemeyer, 


a member of the advisory council of the 


National Woman’s Party, whose chief claim 
to distinction rests upon the success of its 


adherents in breaking into jail for disturb 


ing the peace in the vicinity of the white 


house, in explaining her curt refusal to help 


the government sell Liberty Bonds, said: 


“TIT haven’t the nerve to ask money 
for a battle for democracy when we 
who demand true democracy are thrown 
into jails for doing so.” 

It is, indeed, fortunate for the govern 
ment that Mrs. Havemeyer was speaking 
only for herself, or, at the most, for a mi- 
nority of American women so small that it 
would be insignificant but for its persist- 


ence as a disturbing element and in getting 
itself disliked. 


She hasn’t “the nerve” to help her coun- 


try battle for democracy, yet she and her 
co-militants profess no compunction about 


hindering to the extent of their ability in 
the world’s struggle against the one gov- 
ernment by which human rights are least 


recognized, and by which the rights vouch- 


safed its women are most limited. 

The world is practically agreed that the 
success of this war for humanity and de- 
mocracy depends almost, if not quite, as 
much upon the women as upon the men. 
And the picturesque manner in which the 
women have risen to the needs of the hour 
in this country as well as in the countries 
with which we are associated in this war 
has done and is doing more to advance the 
cause of equal suffrage than anything else 
that they have ever done or ever could do. 

Suppose, on the other hand, the great 
body of the world’s liberty-loving woman- 
hood were to subscribe to the narrow-gauge 
viewpoint of that little handful of militant 
obstructionists that has been hampering the 
president and the government—“picketing”’ 
the white house during the summer, bearing 
insulting “Kaiser Wilson”. banners, etc.— 
what would eventually become of our wom- 
en and their “rights!” 

Without their aid it is universally con- 
ceded, and reasonably so, the war could not 
be won for democracy, but victory would 
go to the arch-foe of individual human 
rights. The Prussian heel of autocracy 
would eventually be planted firmly upon 
American soll, as it is upon central Europe; 
and our women, including the little “two 


) ber cent” which is so clamorous for “equal- 


ity’——but fighting in precisely the wrong 
way ever to attain it—-would find them- 
selves subjugated to the status of the wom- 
en of the dark days when they were either 
the burden-bearers for their lords or simple- 
minded ornaments, without rights, without 
opportunities, without legal standing. 

The day is coming when the women of 
the world will be accorded all the lega) 
rights enjoyed by their brothers: but such 
methods as those of the National Woman’s 
Party, nor such sentiment as that expressed 
by Mrs. Havemeyer, will not speed that 
day.

Ocesel Lies Like Lid 
Above Gulf 


The National Geographic aotes issues 
the following war geography bulletin on 
Oesel, an island in the Baltic, 

“The island of Oesel lies like a great lid 
above the Guif of Riga, almost completely 
shutting it off from the waters of the Baltic 
Bea. Together with the smaller islands of 
Moon and Rundo (the latter the subject of a 
recent war geography bulletin), it forms the 
Oesel district of the Russian Baltic province 
of Livonia. It is known as ‘the island of 
Courtlanders’ and has an area nearly three- 
fourths as large as Long Island, N. Y., but 
with a population not excéeding 65,000, most 
of whom are Esthonians. 

“Arensburg, the Capital, is penctionny the 
only population center in the island. It has 
some 6,000 inhabitants, engaged largely in 
trade in grain, potatoes, whiskey and fish, 
The town is situated 106 miles northwest of 
Riga. In times of peace there is a bi-weekly 
steamship service between the two cities, the 
passage across the Gulf of Riga requiring 
Practically the only in- 

5 in the town Is the old 
Bishop's Castle, dating from the 14th cen- 
tury ut still well reserved, unless the 
bombs recently dropped by the German raid- 
ers have demolished it. 

“Oesel began to figure in the history of 
the Baltic early in the 18th century when 
Waldemar, King of Danes, took possession 
of it and erected a castle here. The strong- 
hold was soon destroyed by the Bsthonians 
however. In 1227 the Brethren of the Swor 
introduced Christianity on the island and its 
government was entrusted to line of bish- 
ops, the last of whom, more than 300 years 
after the Knights took possession, sold the 
territory to the Danes. In 16456 the island 
passed to the Swedes who held it until it was 
incorporated in the kingdom of Russia dur- 
ing the first quarter of the 18th century,

NO. 15-—WATERLOO. 


The Terrific Fray in 


Which British Resolution 
and Which Transformed Napoleon Bonaparte From 
an Emperor to an Exile. 


Withstood French Fury 


By Captain Roland F. Andrews. 
(Copyright, 1917.) 


Waterloo sealed the doom of the greatest 
world figure of modern times. With its 
ending was decreed that never again should 
Napoleon Bonaparte, {mmense somnambulist 
of a shattered dream, menace the future of 
kings and continents, with nations and peo- 
ples as mere pawns upon the chess board 
of his gigantic ambition. It requires a rare 
flight of mind to imagine what might have 
been the state of Europe and the rest of 
the world today had Napoleon, at the climax 
of his Belgian campaign, his 
enemies and established himself and his dy- 
nasty firmly in power. History as it was 
written up to the evening of his doom had 
failed to indicate any limits for his possible 
Bway.

Before the main battle Napoleon 
beaten the Pruesians at Ligny and had de- 
spatched Grouchy with 30,000 troops to pre- 
vent the defeated army from marching to 
Wellington’s aid. In this mission Grouchy 
failed and the emperor ever after censured 
him bitterly for the failure. Ney, meanwhile, 
attacked the English at Quatre Bras, but while 
he kept them from aiding Blucher and his 
Prussians, he yet fatle@ to break or demoral- 
ize them. Wellingtom® retreating, took wp 
position on the plateau of Mt. St. Jean, or 
Waterloo. Blucher, at Wavre, left Theilman 
to be overwhelmed by Grouchy while with 
his main army he marched to Wellington’s 
assistance. Thus, in the language of Creasy, 
“he risked a detachment and won a campaign 
accordingly.” 

There is geome variation in the estimate 
of the strength of the opposing forces, Creasy 
gives Napoleon 71,947, Willington 67,655 and 
Blucher something over 100,000, only part of 
whom, of course, were employed onthe main 
field. Captain Becke and Colonel Hime give 
Napoleon 74,000, agreeing in substance with 
Creasy as to the number commanded by Wel- 
lington and Blucher. Of British troops, how- 
ever, Wellington had but 24,000. The bal- 
anoe of his forces comprised Dutch, Belgians, 
Hanoverians, Brunswickers, Nassauers and 
the like, whose loyalty and effectiveness was 
in more or less doubf.

At 1 o'clock, with every canno! 
on both sides thundering, Napoleon 
launched his first grand attack against the 
British left center. For this he selected 
18,000 infantry, supported by Kellerman’s 
horse and led by Ney, “the bravest of the 
brave.” The Dutch-Belgtans in the first line 
fled in terror before the furtous onslaught 
of these veterans, but the British infantry 
behind held firm. Pincton, commanding the 
thin red English line, only 8,000 strong, took 
advantage of the French moment of deploy- 
ment to loose a Gevastating volley, after 
which the British cavalry charged, sending 
the French reeling back. 

At 8 o'clock Wellington’s forces, having 
suffered severely from the bombardment, and 
fresh troops appearing on the horizon (thes: 
were the Prussians coming up, although Na- 
poleon insisted they were Grouchy’s men). 
the emperor tried a oharge of his magnifi- 
cent heavy cavalry against the British right 
and center. So terrifio was the rush of these 
helmeted and corseleted hofsemen, reins in 
teeth, saber and pistol in hand, that they 
rode fairly over the British advanced guns, 
bringing up against the dauntless squares of 
British infantry. If this success had been 
heavily supported by foot troops different 
might have been the issue, for the curias- 
Sleurs stayed long on the crest frantically 
storming at the squares, which mowed them 
down by squadrons. As it fell out, they were 
almost totally destroyed by the fire of the 
stubborn squares, and by a counter attack 
of massed English horse 

The order for this charge of the French 
horse—at least in the form it was delivered— 
was afterward repudiated by Napoleon, who 
declared that Ney “acted like a madman,” 
and that he “threw the cavalry away.” 
Somewhere in the course of this action the 
reserve cavalry, the Horse Grenadiers and 
the light lancers and hussars had been 
brought in. Whether they charged by direo- 
tion of Ney or on the inspiration of Guyot, 
their immediate commander is not certain. 
Napoleon ‘asserted that they had been or- 
dered to leave him under no circumstances. 
This destruction of the whole mounted re- 
serve Napoleon told Bourrtenne cost him the 
day. 

In the waning day the Intrepid Ney, gath- 
ering the wreck of D’Erlon’s corps, did carry 
La Have Sainte, on the English left, but it 
was too late. The Prussians were already 
pushing hard. Napoleon was forced to play 
his last card. Cavalry gone, first line corps 
shattered, he ordered up the dauntless Im- 
perial Guard. The emperor and the guard 
had turned the day on many a field. The 
fierce giants, in their towering bearskins, 
seemed almost irresistible. Passing before 
him they hailed him with great shouts of 
“Vive l’Empereur,” while he, pointing toward 
the English line, cried out: “There is the 
road to Brussels.” 

But the Guard went to death, and In the 
last charge it was ever to make. With Ney, 
hatless, covered with mud and blood, at its 
head, on foot—for his fifth horse of the 
day had been killed under him—it climbed 
the hill in the face of a furious artillery 
fire, only to encounter Maitland’s brigade of 
Erfglish household troops, to whom the duke 
himself is said to have shouted the order, 
“Up, guards, and at them!” 

The fire which followed was too terrible 
for even the veterans of Napoleon’s eagles. 
In the darkness, for it was now nearly 8 
o’clock, they wavered, reeled and fled, with 
the British cavalry ‘sabering them as they 
ran. Some oné raised the cry of “Sauve qui 
peut,” and all was lost. Only Chambronne’s 
regiment of the Guard remained compact and 
defiant, moving slowly in the welter of blood, 
sneering at commands to surrender, prefer- 
ring death to ignominy—-and finding it. Na- 
poleon was swept off the field, to become tn 
a few weeks an exiled captive. | 

The loss of the French was never known. 
All records disappeared with the destruction 
ot the army.

In recent articles I have described 
the geography and the recent war his- 
tory of the Ypres salient. In the pres- 
ent article I shall try to outline the 
actual achievement and the eventual 
purpose of the attacks now being made 
on the Flanders front and also to com- 
pare them with the first offensive of 
the “‘‘new” British armies—that at the 
Somme last year. 

At the outset it is necessary to recall 
that the British tn Flanders, with use- 
ful and gallant but relatively inoonsid- 
erable French aid, are now engaged in 
driving a wedge between the German 
armies along the Belgian coast and the 
main Germian forces in line from Lille to 
the Swiss frontier. 

At the moment when these lines are 
written the point of the wedge has al- 
most attained Passchendaele and the 
immediate objective is Roulers, rather 
less than half a dozen miles northeast 
of Passchendaele. As the wedge is 
tarust forward there is a pause from 
time to time at the apex and attacks 
are made upon the sides to widen the 
wedge itself. The recent French at- 
tack east of Langemarck, which coin- 
cided with a British thrust at the apex, 
was for this purpose, and we may ex- 
pect an early attack toward Becelaere, 
Gheluvelt and Zandvoore for the 
same purpose. 

A twofold strategy is here disclosed. 
As he drives this wedge forward Haig 
will cut the lines of communication con- 
necting the Germans on the seacoast 
both with the mass of the German 
armies and with their own bases of sup- 
plies. Already the advance has ap- 
proached the Lille-Ostend railroad, one 
of the two vital lines of communica- 
tion, and the British guns are as near 
this railroad as were the Germans to 
the main Verdun line, that coming up 
from Chalons, which their guns blocked. 

We may regard this railroad and the 
paraliel highway as now practically out 
of business. When the point of the 
wedge arrives at Roulers British guns 
will in the same fashion cut a second 
and only less important line from Ghent 
through Thielt and Thourout to Ostend. 
There will then remain only the trunk 
line from Ghent through Bruges to 
the coast, which runs a dozen miles to 
the north of Roulers. Were this cut, 
then all the German positions on the 
coast from the Dutch frontier to Nieu- 
port would have to go; they would be 
isolated. In point of fact, before the 
British reached this Ghent-Bruges line 
German retreat would be inevitable, 
since the peril of envelopment and cap- 
ture would be very great. 

WHOLE GERMAN LINE 
THREATENED BY BRITISH. 

This aspect of the British strategy 
has been apparent from the outset and 
has been freely discussed in the press 
and foreign comment. It acquires im- 
portance from the fact that the sub- 
marine base of Zeebrugge, one of the 
most troublesome of the German sub- 
marine nests, would be abolished should 
the Germans be compelled to leave the 
Belgian coast. There would be less 
air raiding of London, too, once this 
base on nearby Belgian soil was dis- 
posed of. 

Yet, recognizing the importance of 
abolishing the submarine base at Zee-

American war, when “The states south of the Mason and Dixon line gave 
more men to the service of the country in proportion to population than 
any other section.” ; 

This mobilization and extension of credits, both for farmers.and manu- 
facturers, was, advocated and declared vital if America is to compete with 
other nations which pay lower prices for labor and materials. 

A plan was presented to the congress for a comprehensive advertising 
campaign at a cost of $1,000,000, to set before the people of the United 
States—-the tourist, the inventor, the merchant, the settler, the young 
farmer or business man who seeks a freer field than the one in which he 
has grown up—the possibilities of all sorts offered by the south. These 
possibilities and the solid achievements wrought by the men who have 
built up the new south from the ruins left by the civil war were portrayed 
by speakers from various sections, and methods of economic improvement 
and advancement were talked over in the various meetings. 

One speaker said if this congress adjourned without a definite plan 
to give wide and effective distribution to the information about the south 
that was presented there, it could be likened to a high-power dynamo with 
no machinery to run. “The South,” it was said, “has been advertised to its 
hurt and disadvantage more than any other section in the world. The news 
of lynchings will travel farther than the news of all the work the south has 
done in building up the black man so that he may be a useful member of 
society. A Frank case will get more publicity to the great damage of the 
south than the factories built, the colleges endowed, the progress made on 
all constructive lines. Why shouldn't this congress see that the whole truth 
about the south is told?” 

Mr. St. Elmo Massengale, of Atlanta, Ga., presented the variety and 
extent of southern resources and their great growth in recent years, as 
well as the varied appeal which the south makes, not only to northern 
money, but to northern settlers. “The south should advertise,” he said, 
“for the same reason that any business firm should advertise—because she 
has the goods and knows it, but all the world doesn’t know it. She was 
the poor relation of Uncle Sam’s family a few years ago, but now, praise 
Providence, she has grown up and learned to make a living for herself, 
with a little bit left over for the rest of the country.” 

A three-year advertising campaign was proposed at the cost of $1,900,000— 
the slogan to be “Success in the Sunny South.” Nearly 300 newspaper 
editors were present at the luncheon given by the information committee 


of the congress. 


In the afternoon of the first day a reception was held by the woman's

The sessions are being held at the Hotel Astor, where group meetings 
for speeches and discussions on specific subjects are held morning, after- 
noon and evening. Residents in the city forming the southern society and 
representatives of the state and city of New York officially greeted and 
welcomed the visitors. " , 
The speakers opening night were from the house of southern gov 
ernors, which is a part of the convention. The loyalty of the south to the 
government and its organized readiness to play a full part in prosecuting 
the war was pledged by each speakér and the gathering passed a resolu- 
tion indorsing the Liberty Loan and urging all to participate in it to the 
fullest extent possible. Governor Harrington, of Maryland, said: “Every

Following the governors, Director General John Barrett, of the Pan-

coldiy handsome, languid bionde affecting the same 
perfume worn by a trim, tiny, vivacious brunettc: 
Their natures are essentially different. They have 
nothing in common but their sex. 

“What would be an inspiration to one might 

rove depressing to the other. A nature light as 
samer and as carefree as the air would hardly 
act to the same perfume that would prove an in- 
epiration to a woman of somber and brooding moods. 
ini the same subtle scent oné would find that which 
uld inspire while the other would manifest only 
Lncifference or positive annoyande, 

“A woman who will select a gown or a hat with 

fine eve for color combinations and tasty effects 
cil ofttimés causually select a perfume from a ro; 

bottles on a counter and then wonder why sh- 
lacks that intangible quality that makes some frien: 
so distinctive. 

“The power of perfume upon the mind and 
memory is astonishing. Hundreds of people have 
told me that the faintest aroma of a familiar scent 
has brushed aside the curtain of the years and 
brought them back to a scene of an incident so 
vidid and startling that it appeared almost to be 
undergoing repetition. 

“We associate beautiful, delicate odors with the 
soul of the: person by whom they have been useii. 
Greece is the cradle of the perfumer’s art. It i< 
appropriate that that dreamy, artistic, immorta! 
race should have been sponsors for one of the finest 
things we possess. Grecian women used perfumes 
in golden finger bowls before knives and forks had 
come into use. 

“If a man were infatuated with a certain woman 
he would retain subconsciously the memory of the 
perfume that she had used. The trend of events 
might sweep them apart. They might travel their 
respective roads of destiny firm in the belief that 
the past was perfectly merged in oblivion. But 
with other scenes and places the man would have 
ofily: to smell again that distinctive perfume and the 
past would live again in memory. It would bring 
back the light in her eyes, the tints in her hair, the 
lilt in her laugh. 

“Perfume is the ghost of the soul! 

“Women without personality seek me out be- 
cause real personalities have found my per- 
fumes heipful. I look at theth and listen to their 
voices and despair. They are as shallow and 
superficial and soulless as a window pane. What 
basis is there upon which to construct a scent that 
will mirror their personality? Where is the founda- 
tion for a perfume that need only linger in the air 
of a room after they have departed to bring them 
before the eyes of their friends as vividiy us {0 sh 
stood there in the flesh? 


Personality 
Suggests Fitting Perfume. 


“Upon personality 1 can build distinctively. Let 
a woman come into my studio who carries in her 
eyes or voice a real suggestion of soul and she will 
instantly suggest the basis for a perfume. She may 
suggest rose vines in the mootilight or jassamine 
blowing in the clear air of a midsummer noon. 

“She has appeal to the clairvoyant powers that 
every réally distinctive worker in the science of 
perfume must possess. Rarely do I ask preferences. 
Rarely, indeed, do they express any. But the sig- 
nificant thing is that the perfume suggested to me 
by the visions they conjure up is almost invariably 
that which meets with their complete approbation. 
‘How in the world did you hit upon it so readily?’ 
they often ask. It is a difficult thing to explain. 

“Here is a case in point. When first Theda Bara 
came to me for a distinctive perfume I was struck 
by her wonderftl personality. She was not then in

the senith of her fame. She had been directed to 
ine by a mutual friend—a Clairvoyant of wonderful 
power, by the way, to which we both owe much— 
and entered my studio in quest of a perfume that 
would be really complementary to her sensitive, 
nervous temperament. 

“She reacted to different scents in a marvelous 
fashion. Some she found depressing, others uninter- 
esting or inadequate. Finally.we hit upon the 
proper combination—one suggested to me by the 
oriental cast of her splendid eyes and the hint of 
the mystic in her utterance and demeanor. She 
was delighted. Indeed, she has said that the per- 
fume is a tonic and an inspiration to her. 

“I have made her incense as. well as perfume.

fur her newest picture she came to me for a dis 
tinctive perfume to be used while acting in it. It 
is a picture of Egypt—of the ancient empire of the 
Nile—and she wanted that which would be a spur 
and an inspiration to her in every scene. 

“It was a situation calling for something of a 
warm, obviously sensual nature, typical of the 
oriental splendor of those vanished dynasties. I 
made a sandalwood base. Then I followed the 
shores of the Mediterranean and the banks of the 
9.ernal Nile for other hints. 


/ “I knew that the perfumers to Cleopatra would 
f have had recourse to all the herbs and woods and

flowers of the empires over which the Hgyptian pa- 
tion was ascendant. 

“Tt was a slow and painstaking process. But 
the perfume as finally evolved from ancient chem- 
istry and hoary legend is such as would: recall the 
past for the very mummified figures in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art if they could be brought to 
life. Miss Bara believes that it will be a profound 
incentive to flawless acting of the part of that an- 
cient queen. 

“Incense—substantially, Of course, a perfume 
diffused only by different methods—has the same 
effect upon her. I have made her incense which 
she burns in her own apartments as a stimulant to 
the mind and an ald to creative art. 

“So is all perfume,the psychic essence of some 
time or sonality. lowers have figured largely 
from antiquity ti works of art. I am sure that this 
is so because of their color and odor. Beautiful 
acentiess flowers excite but little emotion. The lily 
is an emblem of chastity because it is an exquisite 
pallid flower with the faintest of all odors. The 
glorious rose, with its heavy odo?, has sometimes 
stood in a contrary significance because its color 
and scent were strong, vivid things. The violet has 
a unique place in sentiment even as its wonderful 
aroma has a distinctive place among perfumes. 


Musk and Civet 
Condemned by Expert. 


“I favor the use of gums and woods and the ab- 
solute distillate of flowe The function of per 
fume is inimical to animal odors. The human body 
—in all candor—has an ample endowment of these. 
Musk and civet and ambergris bespeak animalism, 
something that I abhor as antithetical to the true 
nature and purpose of perfumery. 


“Perfume is really a thing of the mind. It ap- 


* 


peale to only one of the physical senses and yet 
sets every psychic perception aquiver. Its function 
is to complete that peculiar, distinctive unit of 
mind and manners and psychology that we cai/ 
‘personality.’ 

“The individual must supply the primal inspira- 
tion. Wealth and social position cannot do that 
alone. Some of the best subjects for creative work 
have come to me ftom the ranks of professional 
Women struggling to earn a livelihood, yet artistic 
to the finger tips. Others have come panoplied in 
fashion but so colorless, so devoid of ideas or fo- 
mance or initiative that creatilug anything with a 
distinctive quality was a despairing labor.” 


Distinguishes 
428 Variations of Scents. 


Mrs. Haviland has the poetic blood of the Celt, 
the practical nature of the French Huguenot and 
the pensive temperament of the Scandinavian peo 
ple to add artistry and genius to her labors. She 
was born in Maryland of parents who mingled Nor 
wegian, Irish, Scotch and Huguenot blood in her 
veins. At 17 she married her own cousin, a man 
almost twice her age, and went to live in Baltimore, 
where Mr. Haviland conducted a drug store. 

The garish, commercial scent concoctions of the 
time, she declares, were the first perfumes she had 
ever seen. Their sorry contrast with the delicate 
aroma of the flowers in her old Maryland home was 
the first incentive toward taking up her career as 
a specializer in artistically compounded perfumes 
and incense. She studied in France under the mas» 
ters of the art, who were astonished at her mar 
velous sensitiveness to delicate gradations and com- 
binations of perfume odors, 

In one notable test she distinguished accurately 
428 variations of perfumers’ scenta This feat has 
not been duplicated since the days of an Ngyptian 
physician who was reputed to have distinguished 
correctly betweer 460 combinations. Edelstein has 
made a cast of her nose, yet Ann Haviland does not 
believe the olfactory nerves were the sole de 
terminant. 

“There is something intellectual if not actually 
psychic about distinguishing the various blends of 
perfume,” she declares. “I seem to be less con- 
scious of the operation of subjecting them to the 
sense of smell than I am of the interse mental com 
centration essential to corre¢t judgment.”
